billion dollars from the value of 
all listed stocks, a United Press 
survey showed today. 

The list has declined steadily 
since the big bull riarket of 
1949-1950 rounded out its first 
year on June 13, Just a month 
ago. It already had lost a billion 
dollars in paper profits from June 
13 to June 23. Thus today the 
market is down nine billion from

WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP) 
—Strong sentiment is developing 


within the Administration to 
speed up the flow of American 
arms to Western Europe as a re- 
sult of the Korean crisis. 

Some officials are talking of 
sharply increasing, perhaps dou- 
bling, the present rate of deliv- 
ery of one billion dollars worth 
of guns, tanks and other equip- 
ment now being given to this 
country’s Atlantic Pact allies. 

Behind the scenes discussions 
of the state of North Atlantic 
treaty defenses reflect a wide- 
spread concern over the total de- 
fensive strength of the non-Com- 
munist world. 

Pressure for Action. 

The tense world situation is 
generating new pressures inside 
the Government for some degree 
of home front mobilization in or- 
der to increase armament pro- 


duction. 

Another and more direct pres- 
sure for marshalling more of 
America’s resources for war is 
said to arise from the mounting 
evidence that the United States 
is in for a long and costly strug- 
gle in Korea. 

So far there is a conflict of re- 
quirements between the urgent 
buildup of forces fighting in 
Korea and the European arms 


aid program as presently sched- | 


uled. 

Without a swift and substan- 
tial increase of arms manufac- 
turing here, some authorities say 
weapons which were destined for 
Europe may have to be “bor- 
rowed” for the Far East. They 


deplore this necessity because in | 


both military and _ diplomatic 
strategy, Europe, rather’ than 
Asia, is rated as the primary 
focus of American security inter- 
ests. 

Move to Speed Defenses. 

One move to speed up joint 
European and American defense 
arrangements is already planned. 
Charles M. Spofford, Secretary 
of State Acheson’s deputy on the 
North Atlantic treaty council, is 
slated to leave here for London 
shortly after his expected confir- 
mation by the Senate in a few 
days. 

He will meet with deputies of 
other Atlantic foreign ministers 
to organize the council in London 
on a permanent basis. The prob-

Linking Formosa Issue

| Elements of the Fourteenth

|-churia. 

These Communist armies fobr- 
merly commanded by Gen. Lin 
Paio are veterans who originally 
/won Manchuria for the Chinese 
Communists. 
| Recently these veteran Commu- 
'nist armies have given the shivers 
to men concerned with the de- 
fense of Indochina and Hong 
Kong. Some of their advance units 
originally were reported moving 
toward Fukien province, possibly 
for invasion of Formosa.

ARE EXAGGERATED 
M'ARTHUR CLAIMS 


Total to Date Put at 42 


Killed, 190 Wounded, 
256 Missing — High 
Praise Given Troops. 


TOKYO, July 13 ‘AP — Gen. 
MacArthur’s headquarters § an- 
nounced tonight that American 
losses in the Korean war to date 
have been 42 killed, 190 wounded 
and 256 missing. 

The announcement said “losses 
sustained By the American forces 
have been greatly exaggerated in 
press reports from the front. 

“Many of the missing are un- 


doubtedly men who, in the con- 
fusion of the fighting, have Jost 
'touch with their own units and 


will eventually return.” 
Report on “Lost Battalion.” 
The announcement continued: 
“Probably the most flagrant of 
these exaggerated reports dealt 
with the so-called ‘lost battalion’

ASHES NEAR TUCSON 


Mountain—B-50 Reported 
Missing. 


TUCSON, Ariz., July 13 (UP) 
—A large military plane crashed 
in flames in mountainous Crook 
National Forest near here early 
today and a search pilot sighted 
three survivors near the wreck- 
age. 

Officials at Davis-Monthan Air 
Force Base here said a _ four- 
engine B-50 bomber, with a nor- 
mal crew, of 11 men, was overdue 
at 10 a.m. on a training flight. 
However, the wrecked plane has 
not as yet been identified as the 
missing bomber. The B-50 took 
off on a training mission last 
night. 

The crash occurred — shortly 
after midnight in the rugged 
Galiura Mountains about 40 miles 
northeast of here. 

Clifford Stahl, who flew over 
the scene, said the wreckage was 
strewn eover a large area. He 
identified the craft as a military 
plane but could not determine the 
type. 

Stahl reported he saw the sur- 
vivors waving their hands on the 
mountain ridge. One, he said, 
was seated while the other two 
were standing. Their parachutes 
were spread out over the ridge. 
| Two ground rescue parties left 
| Davis-Monthan for the scene and 
|}an Air Force doctor was flown to 
a ranch about eight miles from 
the wreckage. He will attempt 
_to go by horseback to the wreck. 

The crash was first reported by 
Rancher Jack Byrd.

More than 225 combat missions 
were flown, confpared with about 
150 Tuesday and nearly 300 Mon- 
day- 

For the second day in a row 
the North Koreans put up token 


air opposition. Two Yak-9 fight- | 


ers attacked a flight of American | 
jet fighters over Chochiwon, | 


which invading ground forces 
took yesterday. 

Neither side lost any planes in 
the resulting dogfight. 

F-80 jets once again spear- 
headed the attack on the Com- 
munist forces, accounting for 175 
of the air sorties. 

They focused their strafing and 
rockets in the western and cen- 
tral sectors—in a triangular area | 
from Kongju north to Suwon and 
east to Tanyang. The Chonan 
area felt the heaviest blows and | 
a large part of North Korean per- 
sonnel and materiel losses oc- 
curred there. 

American light bombers hit rail 
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yards at Yoju, about 50 miles 
southeast of Seoul, and at Ochon, 
eight miles west of Chonan. 

B-29 Superforts also were in 
the air, bombing bridges in areas 
north of Seoul. 

An Australian fighter group 
flying F-51s also raided the Cho- 
pan area and was credited with 
destroying eight tanks, six trucks 
and two large warehouses.

WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP) 
Secrefary of Defense Johnson to- 
day ordered the Army, Navy and 
Air force to clamp down on news 
about the movement of troops, 
ships and supplies to the Korean 
war front. 

Johnson sent secretaries of the 
three services a “security guid- 
ance’ memorandum laying down 
the rules to be followed in the 
release of information. He also 
included the restrictions imposed 
by Gen. Douglas MacArthur for 
the Far East Command. 

These regulations apply only to 
the release of information by mili- 
tary sources. This is commonly 
referred to as censorship at the 
source. There is no legal restric- 
tion upon disseminating and pub- 
lishing news obtained by direct 
news reporting from whatever 
source. There is no statutory au- 
thority for censorship in the 
United States, with the exception 
of certain provisions of the Atom- 
ic Energy Law governing atomic 
matters. 

Voluntary Code Ended.

papers and radio stations adhered 


to voluntary codes governing do- 
mestic news reports, but this sys- 
tem ended upon Japan’s sur- 
render in 1945 Depmcoes from 
correspondents to 
theaters were calaaiieed in 
field by military censors.

ARTILLERY DRIVES 


BACK RED PATROL 
PROBING NEW LINE 


By ROBERT C. MILLER 


WITH UNITED STATES 
EIGHTH ARMY ON KUM RIVER 
FRONT, July 13 (UP)—American 
artillery drove back a Communist 
reconnaissance patrol which tried 
to probe this new American de- 
fense line this morning. 

The 15-man Communist patrol 


came out of the woods and hills 
across the Kum, directly opposite 


an American position. Easily vis- 
ible with the naked eye, they 
walked arrogantly down the road 
and on to reconnoiter a blown 
bridge. They apparently were 
searching for anti-tank miines. 
One, apparently an officer, sur- 
veyed our positions with his field 
glasses. 

The patrol was just beyond the 
reach of our rifle and machine- 
gun fire and knew it. However, 
they forgot about American artil- 
lery. And a request from a for- 
ward observation post brought it 
pronto. 

The sound of the guns being 


fired could be heard several sec- 
onds before the shells arrived. 
There was a black puff of smoke 
just to the right of the Commu- 
nists and they split up and fanned 
out, each seeking the closest 
cover. What a few seconds be- 
fore had been a confident, disci- 
plined military unit carrying out 
a presentable assignment sudden- 
ly became a group of frightened 
men with only one aim—to get 


back to safety and away from the 
blast. 
It was impossible to see the 


effects of further shelling as fe 
Communists were out of sight be- 
hind a hill. At noon all was quiet 
again along the Kum river. 


Gov. Smith on Fishing Trip. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 13 
(AP)—Gov. Forrest Smith plans 
to spend the rest of the week 
trout fishing at Bennett Spring 
State Park. near Lebanon.

July 13—The fate of “Battalion 
X” and its unsuccessful attempt 
to hold its mountainside observa- 
tion post are typical of the odds 
which the Americans have been 
up against in their fight with the 
North Korean Communists.

Although they had performed a 
valuable time-gaining service for 
their country, they were upset 
and bitter. 

“Why Gon’t you tell them how 
useless it is,” asked Lt. Edward 
James of Columbus, Ga., as he 
told me in a roadside interview 
of the encirclement and destruc- 
tion of much of his machine-gun 
platoon. 

“Why don’t they send over 
something with which we can 
really fight a war against the 
Koreans,” asked the lieutenant, 
whose torn clothes and wrecked 
shoes were grim evidence of his 
difficult escape from the sur- 
rounded hills. 

The mountainside outpost had 
command of the main road south 
into the American defenses.

Going on Hopes Now. 


The best they can do now {fs 
hope that what the Army, Navy 
and Air staffs are doing here to 
back up MacArthur will succeed. 

The “spokesmen” you read 
about in reports of daily press 
briefings have repeatedly asked 
reporters to understand that 
weapons are on the way—and 
that the whole job is going to 
take time. 

What weapons are going to 
Korea, and how many? 

Nobody is answering those 
questions for publication. That 
would be information of value to 
the enemy. 


However, MacArthur should be 
getting two important weapons, 
about which much has been writ- 
ten. They are the 3.5-inch ba- 
zooka with hollow-charge, tank 
penetrating ammunition, and the 
General Patton tank. Both are 
supposed to be able to stop what 
the North Koreans are using. 


Bigger Bazookas Needed. 

MacArthur’s men have had 
2.36-inch bazookas, which have 
not been very useful against the 
new Russian tanks, which dis- 
patches indicate are better than 
tanks we have had there. Ba- 
zookas are hand-carried. 

Also the four divisions at his 
disposal should have had some 
of the big bazookas. Army men 
who have recently come from 
Germany say they had them. 

The 3.5 bazooka was standard- 


ized and ordered into manufac- 
ture two years ago. The Army 
Ordnance Department answers 
the question of how many have 
been made by saying they have 
a produced “in training quan- 
tities.” 


The M-46, or Patton tank, has 


‘been on the production line for 


‘a year at the Detroit Arsenal. 
‘Again the Army does not say 
‘how many have been manufac- 


tured. 


Our new weapon production 
has not been extensive. The plan- 
ning, the new and amazing weap- 
ons that our people have been 
talking about, have largely been 
in prototype production. 

The plain fact is that our pre- 
paredness has been pointed at 
possible need in 1952 or later, 
not in 1950. The North Koreans 
have stepped up the time sched- 
ule on us. 


Spending Stepped Up. 

Total defense spending in the 
1949 fiscal year was just short 
of 12 billion dollars. It went 
above 13 billion dollars last year 
and the present year’s budget 
calls for about 14 billion dollars 
in cash and contract authority. 

Nearly three-fourths of the 
1949 total went into pay and sup- 
port of personnel and operation 
and maintenance of equipment. 
| In the last two fiscal years 
$1,518,000,000 has gone into ree 


search and development, $2,886,- 
000,000 into new aircraft and ree 
lated items, $609,000,000 into ship 
construction, and $653,000,000 
into “all other procurement.” 
Those amounts have all been 
stepped up in the 1951 budget. 
The North Koreans are using 
either Russian-made 30-ton tanks 
with 76-millimeter guns, or a

Halt the Price Scare 


Meat prices have been going up again, and 
consumers are uneasily aware that many other 
prices may spurt under the stimulus of the 
Korean fighting and fears of a more widespread 
war. 

Those familiar home-front characters, the 
hoarder, the scare-buyer, and the price-gouger, 
are beginning to show their heads again. The 
greed of a few who insist on “getting theirs” 
regardless of consequences again threatens hard- 
ship, in the form of still higher living costs, for 
the majority. 

What is to be done about it? Most of the 
present generation has been through all this 
before, quite recently, and should know that the 
first need is for common sense and a spirit of 
social responsibility. 

We need only common sense to tell us that a 
mijitary expedition in Korea does not in itself 
spell shortages and rationing and other eco- 
nomic consequences of a full-scale war. This 
country has the capacity to produce 25 per cent 
more steel, 50 per cent more electric power, 
and 100 per cent more aluminum than it had 
on the eve of World’ War II in 1940. Our farms 
this year are pouring forth the biggest peace- 
time crop of hogs in history, and production of 
other foods is keeping pace—to such an extent 
that the Government has been spending tax- 
payers’ dollars to keep some farm prices up. 

All of which means that America has the 
productive capacity to meet its responsibilities 
in Korea and elsewhere without drastically cur- 
tailing the domestic economy—provided every- 
body ‘keeps his head. 

There is no question, of course, that a spread 
of the conflict would ultimately cause shortages. 
That's where the need for a spirit of social re- 
sponsibility comes in. We need to recognize 
that if facts do not justify scare-buying now, 
morals would not justify it at any time. Should 
the future require us to impose some restraints 
upon domestic consumption, then the need for 
a decent sharing of the sacrifice would be 
sharper than ever. 


As during World War II, the great majority 
of Americans are willing to take their chances 
together. The trouble comes from a few who 
manage to pass themselves off as shrewd fellows 
by buying a set of tires they don’t need, or 
squirreling away a stock of sugar. Actually, it 
doesn’t take wisdom to be a hoarder. All it 
takes is selfishness and a willingness to grab 
somebody else’s needed share, 

tight now, the best contribution all of us can 
make to economic stability is cool heads and the 
determination to take no part in panic behavior 
which might produce artificially the very short- 
ages some people fear. And just in case this 
proves insufficient to check inflationary pres- 
sures, Washington had better be considering the 
feasibility of legislation to grant the President 
standby rationing and price control powers. 


Mr. Truman asked for such powers 18 months 
azo, when there was much less need for them 
than at present. Now, as then, a free economy 
is infinitely preferable to a controlled one. But 
a strong and stable: economy, first of all, is es- 
sential if America is to fulfill its great. role. 
Should the price spiral get out of hand, the 
Government would have to act swiftly to hold 
the line. Is it not wise to arrange in advance 
for this authority, and hope that it will not have 
to be used?

Commander of the Ghost Corps 

Gen. MacArthur could, hardly have made a bet- 
ter choice for commander of the American 
ground forces in Korea than Lt. Gen. Walton H. 
Walker. Every American soldier who knows 
Gen. Walker's record—and there can be only a 
few who do not—must admire him and trust 
him. 

All who served in Patton’s almost legendary 
Third Army know Gen. Walker as commander 
of the Twentieth Armored Corps—the famous 
“ghost corps” which would not be stopped by 
anything. Its armored vehicles led the way 
across France, crossed the Moselle, left the Sieg- 
fried line behind, opened up the hell-hole of 
Buchenwald and were deep into Austria when 
the beaten Nazis surrendered at Rheims. 


The brave commander of that fabulous unit 
is in the best tradition of American military 
leaders. Since the Russians decorated Gen. 
Walker for his great skill as armored com- 
mander, the Kremlin must know what his as- 
signment to Korea means: The United States, 
backing up the U.N., is in this unprovoked war 
to the finish.

A Whispering Campaign 

The political opponents of the new city char- 
ter have started a whispering campaign against 
its adoption on Aug. 1. 
the uninformed. 

The w hisperers are saying that the new char- 
ter would increase the tax burden of the people 
of St. Louis. They are saying especially that it 
would re-impose the earnings tax. 

Let’s get this straight. The new charter would 
not impose one cent of taxation on anybody. 
It would not impose the earnings tax or any 
other tax. The chartet is a municipal consti- 
tution, and constitutions do not impose taxes. 

But they do authorize them. Usually consti- 
tutions, federal, state or municipal, simply de- 
clare that the government shall have the power 
to levy taxes. And what kind of a government 
would it be which did not have this essential 
power of raising money to meet its expenses? 


Sut it will impress only 


Under Missouri law, however, it has been held 
that no city may impose a tax which is not 
specifically authorized in its charter. Faced by 
this requirement and eager to give St. Louis 
more home rule in connection with taxation as 
well as in other fields, the Freeholders were 
compelled to list every kind of tax which the 
Aldermen might want to consider now or in 
the future. This makes the taxation sections of 
the new charter unusually long and detailed. 


The most interesting example of this detailed 
authorization is Section 1 of Article XII. This 
states: “License taxes may be imposed by ordi- 
nance upon”—and then it goes on for four and 
a half pages listing hundreds of occupations, 
business enterprises and organizations which 
might be made Liable to a license tax. 

The Freeholders were not particularly eager 
to compile lists of this kind. But they had no 
choice. If they did not, then the City Govern- 
ment would be powerless to act without the 
consent of the State Legislature. 

The new charter merely does what every other 
constitution does. It authorizes taxes. But the 
taxes must be specifically imposed by the Alder- 
men with the approval of the Mayor. The voters 
know what they caa do if a specific tax comes 
under consideration in City Hall. The voters 
also should know that, no matter what the 
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political whisperers may say, they will not be 
imposing any tax on themselves when they vote 
Yes and scratch No for the charter on Aug. 1.

Murder in Korea 

The grimmest, hardest news report on the 
Korean war so far is that written by Homer 
Bigart after the defeat of the Americans at 
Chonui Ridge. 

First, Correspondent Bigart was the only one 
of three correspondents to come out alive. Ray 
Richards of INS and Cpl. Ernest Peeler of Stars 


_and Stripes fell under enemy fire. 


Second, it remained for Homer Bigart to con- 
firm the reports that Americans had been shot 
down in cold blood after capture. 

His description of those brutal killings, and 
the radiophoto which illustrates it, are enough 
to incense every American. These seven G.Ls, 
surrounded by overwhelming Red forces, sur- 
rendered to their enemies. The North Koreans 


hauled the Americans from their jeeps, tied — 


their hands behind them, and shot them in the 
head as the helpless ones asked for mercy. 

South Korean troops also are reported to have 
committed atrocities, breaking the backs of per- 
sons said to be northern guerrillas in southern 
territory. Secretary-General Trygve Lie of the 
U.N. has appealed to both North and South 
Korea to abide by the Geneva convention on 
treatment of war prisoners and civilians, though 
neither country is a signatory to the convention. 

Brutal as war inevitably is, it does not have 
to be as offensive to human decency as this. 
War can be waged with regard for the laws of 
warfare as drawn up by the Geneva and Hague 
conventions. 

One of the aspects of war which has had 
much attention of the framers of the laws of war 
is how prisoners shall be treated. The Geneva 
convention of 1929 is a veritable code of 97 
articles. As described by the late James Wilford 
Garner, of the University of Illinois, one of the 
specialists in this field, these articles ‘““embody 
rules whose general purpose is to set the high- 
est standards of just and humane treatment of 
prisoners.” 

There is nothing humane or just about tying 
a prisoner’s hands behind him and shooting him 
down as he calls for mercy—or about breaking 
his back. On the contrary, few acts could be 
more inhumane or more unjust. 

If the Reds from above the thirty-eighth 
parallel think they have gained anything by this 
brutality they are completely wrong. This vicious 
deed will only strengthen the American people’s 
resolve to win the Korean fight in the name 
of U.N. and to win it as soon as possible. 

That murdered G.I. in the picture becomes a 
bitter symbol that will not be forgotten. 
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FEPC, Second Performance 


Like bored actors in a well-rehearsed play, 
the Senate again went through the motions of 
voting to let FEPC legislation be considered. 
Again the move to shut off debate was beaten, 
and again it was a bipartisan handful of Sena- 
tors from the West who gave the Southern 
Democrats their victory. °

or Rocky Mountain states, voted with the South 
to prevent FEPC from being considered:

Under the rule which was put across last year 
by a majority of the Republicans combining 
with the Southern Democrats, it takes 64 votes 
to end a filibuster. This time the party leaders 
mustered 55 votes, but lost by absences five 
Senators previously recorded as favorable. If 
they had been able to get all their forces on 
the floor, they would have needed to change 
four of the 10 Western votes to win. 

Why will 10 Western Senators from small 
states vote with the South for a patently unrea- 
sonable and undemocratic filibuster? The reason 
usually given is that a Westerner representing a 
small state never knows when he may want to 
filibuster himself, in order to gain some advan- 
tage (a silver subsidy, for example) Which can- 
not win on its merits. 

But maybe the answer simply is that the 
West needs some new Senators, more earnestly 
devoted to democratic principles than those on 
the above list. For while 10 from Western 
states supported this filibuster, the encouraging 
fact is that 15 from the same region opposed it. 

Meanwhile we have had another demonstra- 
tion that the Senate’s present cloture rule is 
virtually unworkable. Senator Wherry of Ne- 
braska, the Republican floor leader who helped 
put over that rule, boasted a year ago that it 
would “open the way as never before to civil 
rights bills.” On the contrary, it has closed 
the door tight. 

Though the Republicans turned out a fine 
vote against the filibuster—33 to 6—they can- 
not redeem their record on civil rights until 
they help adopt a reasonable cloture rule. 
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Two Senators Against Ellen Knauff 

The adverse vote of the Senate Judiciary sub- 
committee on the bill to admit war bride Ellen 
Knauff means only that Senators McCarran and 
Donnell are opposed. That the Nevadan who 
heads the committee would be opposed was 
never in question. He took a beating when 
decent displaced persons legislation was enacted; 
it was expected he would take out his grudge on 
Mrs. Knauff. 

Senator Donnell presents a different case. He 
does not carry grudges around as McCarran 
does. But the Missouri Republican is a stickler 
for form, and form, if it is bad, can warp judg- 
ments and do a lot of damage. Unless the De- 
partment of Justice has disclosed to Senator 
Donnell evidence against Mrs. Knauff which it 
has not told to the country, the Missourian can 
only be upholding the excessive grant of au- 
thority under which thé Attorney General acted 
when he ordered the war bride's deportation. 
And that authority was arbitrarily used, as 
Justices Jackson, Black and Frankfurter pointed 
out in opposing the four-judge majority. 

The least the Judiciary Committee should do 
is to give Mrs. Knauff a hearing. Then ques- 
tions can be put and answers presented. The 
record still remains one of starchamber rulings 
and surprise orders to Germany. The first time 
she was bundled off to an Army transport ship 
in New York harbor, the second time to a 


. commercial airliner. 


It will soon be just two years since Mrs. 
Knauff arrived at Ellis Island. What must the 
West Germans, who have been following this 
case, think of it? What an obstacle it inevitably 
presents to the State Department's Voice of 
America, which is trying to tell the Iron Curtain 
people about the advantages of democracy!

Three weeks ago the number one ques- 
tion in Europe was whether the United 
States would take up the Soviet challenge. 
President Truman’s historic decision dis- 
pelled doubts that bedeviled this Conti- 
nent long before the attack in Korea. 


It was followed by a sigh of relief al- 
most as palpable as a rush of fresh wind 
on a sultry day. The shiver of alarm 
caused by the first move to turn the cold 
war into a hot one - 
gave place to an up- 
surge of confidence. 

“We are going to 
stand,” cried the man 
in the street, andthe 
accent on “we” went 
far toward erasing 
the mistrust that be- 
gan with Munich and 
has cast suspicion 
ever since on the 
good faith of all gov- 
ernments, including 
our own. 

But as the days 
pass and it becomes 
evident to everyone 
that the defense of South Korea is not 
a mere police action but involves a sub- 
stantial and perhaps prolonged deploy- 
ment of American force another question 
as frightening as the first takes first place 
in the minds of Europeans. 


How will this new and _ incalculable 
American commitment affect us, thev ask. 
Will the battle for Korea deflect Washing- 
ton from the policy of giving priority to 
the defense of Europe?

On Russian Terms 


Some responsible Frenchmen, sobered 
by the’ experience of the costly and ap- 
parently endless campaign in Indochina, 
go farther. They say that while the 
United States would have lost the leader- 
ship of the d*mocratic world if the Gov- 
ernment had not decided as it did, Amer- 
icans are nevertheless drawn into a fight 
in which Russia has chosen the battle- 
field; dictated the terms and is in posi- 
tion to determine the length of the opera- 
tion and the amount of force we have to 
throw into it. 


In the opinion of military. observers 
here, the assault on Korea was long 
planned and carefully prepared in order 
to engage the third great Western power 
in an area of conflict where Britain and 
France are already deeply committed. 


They do not think that the Soviet war 
lords were surprised by the American de- 
cision to fight, but that Moscow planned 
it that way. “The Russian answer to the 
Atlantic Pact is to force you into the Pa- 
cific,” said a high French official. 


“For all our sakes you had to show the 
courage you have shown in answering this 
challenge, but I hope you will show equal 
wisdom by refusing to get so inextricably 
involved that you wNl play the enemy's 
game.” 


Fear New Pressure on Europe 


Back of this argument, of course, is 
the fear that pressure on Europe will be 
increased in the proportion that. Ameri- 
can force is thrown into Asia. It is nat- 
ural that Europeans should regard this 
Continent as the decisive battleground in 
the struggle to save democracy. 

It is also natural that the events of the 
past two weeks should sharpen the reali- 
zation of their terrifying military weak- 
ness. 

The Western nations were beginning to 
be confident of winning the cold war. They 
believed that by their growing economic 
strength and solidarity they were under- 
mining communism at home and discour- 
aging Russia's plans for extending her Eu- 
ropean empire by force. 

Now, however, they are not so sure. Im- 


mensely heartened as they are by the 
proof that the United States will fight 
further aggression, they are also alarmed 
by the proof that the Soviet leaders are 
ready to resort to war to attain their aims. 


This is particularly true of France, In 
the Schuman plan, France has taken an 
initiative to strengthen Europe which is 
second only to the Marshall plan. For the 
first time since World War I she has 
enough assurance to give a political and 
moral lead to the Continent. 


She is going on with the task of work- 
ing out the plan, as insistent as ever that 
its essence is sacrifice of sovereignty and 
its objective is a federal Europe. The 
warmest supporters of this aim, it should 
be noted, are the Germans. 


Urgency and Inaction 


But this effort and the confidence it ex- 
presses are based on the premise that Eu- 
rope is of vital im vortance to the defense 
of the West. This was the thesis Secretary 
Acheson vigorously expounded at the re- 
cent meetings of the Western Foreign 
Ministers in London. He convinced his 
colleagues that Europe had priority in 
American policy and that building up the 
Atlantic defense system was a task of 
the utmost urgency. 


Since that time nothing has been done 
to translate this urgency into action. Con- 
gress was slow in authorizing appropria- 
tions for the military aid program, and 
for that and other good reasons only the 
thinnest trickle of arms has come to Eu- 
rope. Of the amount promised to France 
by July 1, a mere fraction was delivered. 
Ports and dock workers are ready for the 
shipments, but so far there is little to 
unload. 


And after the great build-up of the 
American titan who was to head a com- 
pletely unified defense organization, the 
appointment of the most capable unknown 
was bound to be an anticlimax. 


This letdown would not matter so much 
if it did not underscore Europe’s military 
unpreparedness at a moment when the 
invasion of South Korea causes European 
nations to look nervously toward Yugo- 
slavia, Berlin and other places on this 
Continent which might be the seene of 
Similar moves. 


In the fighting in the far-off valleys of 
a ‘little Asiatic country, the United States 
has changed the atmosphere of the world 
by demonstrating the will of a great na- 
tion to fulfill its moral commitment to the 
weak. 

That will is no longer in question in 
Europe. The new question is whether this 
action will slow up or distract us from 
the policy of Western defense. 


WHY NOT A SEWER RENTAL? 


From the Milwaukee Journat. 


New York has joined the cities which 
have imposed sewer rental charges in an 
effort to place service costs on those who 
get the service and to ease its general tax 
problem. 


Mayor O’Dwyer signed an ordinance 
into law the other day imposing a one- 
third increase on all water users. The in- 
crease, in the form of a sewer fee, is 
expected to raise $15,000,000 a year. The 
money is earmarked for the city’s sewer 
and sewage disposal plant construction 
program, which will cost $100,000,000 by 
1953. 

An increasing number of cities are turn- 
ing to this method of sewer rental charges 
in an effort to ease their financial prob- 
lems. It's a logical charge and a stable 
source of revenue. It's a system that Mil- 
waukee will probably have to adopt in the 
future. Sewer service, now paid for out of 
real estate taxes, is a direct service for 
which direct charge can as logically be 
made as it can for water service. 


Between Book Ends 


Melodrama in the Old South 


THE STUBBORN HEART, by Frank 6G. 

(Doubleday, 307 pgs., $3.) 

Mr. Slaughter’s latest novel offers 
nothing new or spectacular, but it is well 
paced and highly spiced melodramatic nar- 
rative, if a little cheap at times. 

The author, a doctof, is at his best de- 
picting medical scenes with which he is 
familiar. He presents several tense, grip- 
ping descriptive pas- 
sages. The book 
abounds in rich sim- 
iles and metaphors 
which add a high 
flavor to the tale. 

In substance, “The 
Stubborn Heart” 
presents the struge- 
gle of young, bril- 
liant Dr. Julian Chis- 
holm to re-establish 
himself in a South 
undergoing the pains 
of reconstruction fol- 
lowing the Civil War. 
Adopting his Yan- 
kee wife Jane's view 
that the Negro and white can work to- 
gether in peace and harmony adds to his 
troubles. The doctor's neighbors seek to 
retain their prewar Southern aristocracy 
and try desperately to cling to the past, 
Jane has her own ideas on this subject. 
She tells Julian that only ghosts live in the 
past and begs him, “Don't join the ghosts, 
Julian. The South has too many now.... 
You belong with the future as much as 1.” 

Dr. Chisholm works hard to live up 
to the new found ideals given to him by 
his wife. Opposed by his neighbors and 
the carpetbaggers, he often stumbles. 
Goaded on by the former, he joins the 
Klan, until he realizes that too often ras- 
cals hide behind Klan robes to even per- 
sonal scores. Disillusioned with the Klan 
and its original purpose of preserving 
order until the old aristocracy can regain 
its political power, he resigns. Furious at 
Chisholm’s successes, the local Klan chap- 
ters (Dens) attack his estate and are an- 
nihilated. 


The good doctor also succeeds in con- 
quering his love for the conniving, beau- 
tiful, seductive Lucy Sprague. This com- 
pletely shameless woman controls the area 
with her wiles and wealth. She freely and 
caimly admits to Julian, “I'm a patient 
woman. lll have Chisholm Hundred 
(Julian’s plantation) on my own terms— 
in my own time. And Ill have its owner, 
too. Quite legally. Or didn’t you guess 
that I’ve come South to marry you?” 

In his wife's absence, Julian becomes 
lonely and frequents Lucy's apartments 
often. Only with great effort does he 
succeed in disentangling himself from the 
snares of this scheming woman. The. in- 
terim makes good reading. 

Mr. Slaughter weaves his plot against 
an interesting and see’ningly authentic his- 
torical background. His picture of the’ 
early carpetbag government and its efforts 
to control the Negro and his vote, prove 
enlightening. 

However, the reader finds it a trifle 
difficult to swallow a character like Jane 
Chisholm, who gallivants around the coun- 
tryside leading marauding bands against 
the Klan and collecting evidence to end 
the carpetbag-—rule.

Meat Prices Advance—Fruits 
and Vegetables Steady— 
Tomatoes Still High.

As you no doubt know to your 
sorrow, there have been radical 
price advances on all meats this 
week, so any “bargains” will be 
only relative. One suggestion 
would be smoked beef tongues, @ 
real value. Serve them hot with 
a mustard or horseradish sauce; 


serve them cold; or make them 
into a salad similar to ham salad. 
Table-ready meats are worthy of 
consideration, and in some sec- 
tions of the city you may possibly 
find buys in the lower grade 
round steaks. 

Fortunately, while there have 
been some increases in poultry 
prices they have been very slight 
in comparison with the meat situ- 
ation. Frying chickens have en- 
joyed unprecedented sales within 
the last few weeks and doubtless 
will continue to do so. The in- 
crease in cost of turkeys has 
been even less than that of 
chickens, so there is plenty of 
opportunity to give your family 
good meals without paying exces- 
sive prices for top cuts of meat. 

There also has been a sharp in- 
crease in the price of extremely 
fine quality table eggs. If you are 
going to do any baking by all 
means choose Grade “B” eggs, 
which are perfectly suitable for 
cooking. If housewives insist on 
the very top quality eggs for all 
purposes they will of course cre- 
ate an abnormal demand and, 
based upon the old law of supply 
and demand, an _ =increase in 
prices. You can help Keep p-ices 
in line by selecting the grade of 
egg which is suitable for your 
particular use. With the Missouri 
egg law now in effect, all eggs 
must be offered by grades which 
meet established standards. As 
one authority puts it, it is as fool- 
ish to insist upon Grade AA eggs 
for all uses as it would be to buy 
only heavy cream and scorn the

Iceberg lettuce represents a 
good buy, its good quality well 
matched with its reasonable 
price. Beets continue to be cheap, 
as do carrots. Potatoes are now 
coming form Arkansas, Missouri 
and other localities which are 
near enough to keep the freight 
down and to make them very rea- 
sonable in price. However, very 
high grade potatoes are still 
being brought in from Texas and 
California.

No matter if the mercury be- 
gins climbing and the prospect is 
that of a hot day, breakfast 
should be a_ substantial meal. 
Fruit juice, chilled, eggs in some 
form with perhaps some crisp 
slices of bacon or brown small 
sausages, a hot bread or toast, 
and a drink. For variation a ce- 
real can be added, combined with 
fruit in season, or the fruit juice 
may change with melon of some 
kind. 

While eggs have not been 
among the lowest priced foods the 
prices are still reasonable enough 
to allow each child in the family 
to have an egg a day. Adults can 
do with an egg three times a 
week. 

There are many ways of get- 
ting away from the boiled, fried 
or scrambled egg. If you are for- 
tunate enough to have some of 
the small earthen saucepans 
which French housewives use, 
or timbale moulds, you will have 
no trouble getting away from the 
ordinary way of preparing eggs. 
A simple way is to heat these lit- 
tle saucepans and then pour into 
each a tablespoon heavy cream or 
thin cream and some butter. 
Break the egg on top of the 
cream, season with salt and pep- 
per and dot with butter. Place 
the saucepans in a larger one par- 
tially filled with hot water, cover 
and cook until the eggs are set. 

If you do not have any of these 
fancy dishes you can use a muffin

Iced tea is a popular palate 
teaser as well as a thrifty thirst 
quencher. It is so simple to 
make, but even the experts fol- 
low “tried and proved directions 
to assure the best tasting brew 
possible. 

But there’s nothing simple 
about iced fea’s wide appeal. It’s 
a kind of beverage that most 
folks like to drink in gulps. It 
follows, then, that tall, gener- 
ously proportioned glasses are 
most ideal for serving frosty tea. 
This will please the men in your 
family because they are never 
satisfied with just one glass of 
iced tea. So it’s just smart plan- 
ning to make iced tea by the 
pitcherful, and keep the pitcher 
handy. 

There are several good and ac- 
ceptable ways to make iced tea. 


| They may vary a little in quan- 


tity of tea used, or steeping time. 
But if you want to follow the 
advice of venerated tea experts, 
try making your iced tea this 
way. 

Iced Tea. 

Pour four cups of bubbling 
boiling water over four heaping 
teaspoons of brisk tea in a tea- 
pot. Let this brew steep for 
six minutes. Strain over cracked 
ice and serve. When poured over 
ice in 14-ounce_ glasses, this 
amount of tea will fill five 
glasses. 

You can use this same method 
and keep the tea on hand for 
serving during the day. After 
letting the brew steep for six 
minutes, strain it into a pitcher 
and store in the refrigerator. If 
the tea has clouded, when you're 
ready to use it you can restore 
its crystal clearness by adding 
a little boiling water until it 
clears. Then fill the pitcher with 
cracked ice and serve.

The fight for reinstatement of 
Mathews failed chiefly because of

officio member of the police 
board. Failing to obtain rein- 
statement, Mathews later sought 
appointment as superintendent of 
the police garage, but was re- 
buffed again by Holzhausen. 


Mathews, son of the late Police 
Capt. Wade H. Mathews, resigned 
from the police department Feb. 
1, 1946, to go into the restaurant 
and tavern business with his 
brother, Ed Mathews. They oper- 
ated the Meramec Restaurant and 
Tap Room, 4242 Meramec street. 
He told friends a year later that 
he had sold his interest in the 
tavern. 

During part of his 18 years as 
a policeman he was in charge of a 
plain clothes unit which was cred- 
ited with solving a large number 
of burglary and robbery cases in 
South St. Louis. He is 48 years 
old, married, has five children 
and lives at 4441 Grace avenue. 
Attended parochial grade and 


high schools, took business 
courses and studied law. He is 
employed as a salesman by Frees- 
meier Laboratories, Inc., 3661 
Windsor place. 


Henry C. O’Meara, 6968 Hills- 
‘land avenue, served as warden of 


‘city jail by appointment of for- 
‘rer Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
from 1933 until June, 1941, when 
ihe resigned following defeat of 
‘the Dickmann administration. He 
‘was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
Sheriff in 1948, for State Repre- 
sentative in the First District in 
1944, and for the office he is now 
seeking in 1942. Born in St. Louis; 
63 years old; married; attended 
public schools and business col- 
lege. He is a salesman for a cigar 
company. 


James H. McAteer, veteran 
politician, tavern keeper and one- 
time marriage license clerk, at 
present fills the $5000-a-year po- 
sition of chief clerk of the Magis- 
trates’ Court, having bee n ap- 
pointed in June, 1949. He is 
Democratic Committeeman of 
the Eleventh Ward and has been 
a member of the City Committee 
since 1936. He served by appoint- 
ment as Justice of the Peace in 
the old First District for three 
years, 1936-39, but was defeated 
for the nomination to succeed 
himself in the 1938 primary elec- 
tion. He was a member of the 
State Democratic Committee 
1944-48. 


In his youth he was a profes- 
sional soccer player and at vari- 
ous times was a salesman and a 
State Liquor Inspector. On the 
occasion of his asuming the du- 
ties of marriage license clerk in 
1939, he made it a point to an- 
nounce that his supposed manage- 
ment of a horserace handbook 
was all a mistake. When a friend, 
a few minutes later, asked, “What 
you going to do with your book 
now?” McAteer frowned. 


Police records show he has 


been arrested several times on 
gambling charges. On Jan. 11, 
1948, he was one of six 
arrested in a handbook at 102 
North Twelfth boulevard, on the 
second floor above McAteer’s for- 
mer tavern. A man police found 
wearing headphones when they 
entered said he had rented the 
space from McAteer and opened 
up the handbook two days before 
the raid, but insisted McAteer 
had nothing to do with operation 
of the handbook and was present 
only as a customer. 

In December 1942, he was 
fined $300 in United States Dis- 
trict Court in East St. Louis 
when he pleaded no contest to 
charges of violating wartime 
navigation laws by sailing and 
anchoring his cruiser in restrict- 
ed waters of the Mississippi river 
and exceeding the navigation 
speed limit of six miles an hour.

The General and his wife en- 
tertained two stateside friends 
not long ago in Tokyo at the “big 
house,” as the ‘MacArthur home, 
the former United States Embas- 
sy, is called. 

The visiting pair arrived before 
the General had returned home 
from his endless tasks at his of- 
fice in the Dai Ichi building, once 
the nerve center of the Japanese 
insurance trust. Mrs. MacArthur 
entertained the visitors and be- 
came so interested in their talk 
of home and mutual friends that 
—for one of the few times in 
their 13 memorable years togeth- 
er—she failed to notice the ar- 
rival of the General's car. 

Mrs. MacArthur has been meet- 
ing him at the door of their 
abodes, which have ranged from 
huts to palaces, on his return 
from office or warfront from the 
day they were married. They 
are a unique couple whose activ- 
ities together in war and peace 
have no known parallel in our 
history. 

On this occasion, as MacArthur 
entered the living room unexpect- 
edly, Jean rose from her chair and 
exclaimed, “General . .. I didn't 
know you were home!” 

MacArthur, who is in remark- 
able physical condition for a man 
of 70, picked her up with his left 
arm and held her a foot or so off 
the floor while he shook hands 
with their friends. He launched 
into a reminiscence of their last 
meeting and carried on for a few 
minutes before it occurred to him

At precisely the climax of his 
premise, young Arthur whizzed 
into the room on his. trioycle and 
ran over the General’s sensitive 
toes—successfully puncturing the 
bubble of purple prose. 


The General is tremendously 
proud of his boy; of the way the 
lad has kept up his school work, 
usually without a school; his piano 
playing; his skill at carving; and 
his mutual enthusiasm for the 
West Point football team and big 
league baseball scores.

It is generally true that when 
the pack is frozen anyway you 
should not make the initial meld 
from your hand, but should meld 
only in the course of taking the 
pack. The exception is when you 
need 90 and can make it in three 
cards with joker-ace-acé, or when 
you need 120 and can make it in 
four cards with two jokers and a 
ten-point pair. It is almost im- 
possible that your partner will 
be able to make the meld as eco- 
nomically—and he may not be 
able to make it at all. 

Question: In playing  two- 
handed canasta, must you have 
two canastas in order to go out 
concealed? Or is it sufficient to 
have one canasta, provided you 
have made no previous meld and 
go out all on one turn? 

Answer: You must have two 
canastas, whether you go out con- 
cealed or not. (Unless you are 
playing the variation that per- 
mits you to go out with only one 
canasta anyway.)

In 
1947 she made the definite move 
to New York, and her first big 
engagement there was to sing 
Mozart’s C Minor Mass at Car- 
negie Hall.

sic Festival with the Philadelphia 
Orchestra; appearances with the 
Dallas Symphony, the Central 
City (Colo.)

Two years ago, Anne decided 
it was time to make the fateful 
call at the Metropolitan Opera 
audition offices and be placed on 
the lists of 800 to 1000 persons 
who are heard annually.

“That was my biggest moment 
to date, the signing of the Met 
contract,” Anne says. “Incident- 
ally, it seems that 13 is a lucky 
number for me. I gave my first 
professional concert on Oct. 13, 
1944, and that was the day Lotte 
Lehmann gave me this Saint Chris- 
topher medal.” She indicated 
the medal on her silver bracelet. 
“See, the inscription says, ‘To 


guide you to’success.’ The day 
I signed my Met contract was 
Oct. 13, 1948, just exactly four 
years later.” 

Anne’s first appearance with 
the met was in “Carmen,” and 
during her first year, she played 
the aforementioned three male 
roles, that of Cherubino in “Mar- 
riage of Figaro,” Siebel in 
“Faust,” and Prince Idamantes in 
“Idomeneo.” Her favorite role 
was in “Cosi Fan Tutti,” her fa- 
vorite composers are Mozart and 
Bach. The only opera in which 
she'd like to appear and has not 
yet sung is “The Magic Flute.”

NNE lives with her mother in 
Ax apartment in New York.

“We work four or five hours a 
day and give three or four per- 
formances a week,” she says. “But 
it’s fun. It’s music you love sing- 
ing, and it’s never so hard to 
work at something you like. 

“A singing career is a full 
time career but all the sacrifices 
you make for it are worth it. At 
least, it’s been that way so far. 
Of course,” she adds with a 
smile, “I think that marriage is 
here to stay, too.” 


How to Cure That Casserole

OST of the men I know are 
I ccvetoping a strange malady

There was a time when 
the casserole dish was a sensible 
and well-balanced thing. But 
with the passing of the years the 
Little Woman has come to look 
upon it as a sort of melting pot, 
into which you can put anything, 
cook it for a while with a lot of 
seasoning, and serve it up as a 
full course dinner.

A CASSEROLE DISH—Little 
woman please note—is like any 
other work of art, in that it must 
have form. 

No better example of form is 
to be found than this casserole of 
crab or lobster, which is made 
like this: 

Mix three tablespoons of but- 
ter and three tablespoons of flour 
over a low fire and then add a 
cup and a half of milk, stirring 
until it is thick. 

Next, add a half cup of grated 
Tillamook cheese, three table- 
spoon’s of sherry and salt and 
pepper to taste. Let it simmer 
a while. 

Butter a baking dish and place 
therein alternate layers of crab 
or lobster meat, hardboiled eggs, 
and sauteed mushrooms.

| Contract 
Bridge 


By Ely Culbertson 


CORRESPONDENT asks that 

more attention be paid in this 

column to squeeze plays, 8ay- 
ing that the general caliber of 
play has now reached a point 
where the average reader is able 
to absorb and later apply such 
advanced instruction. 

Bowing to this request, the 
writer herewith presents. the 
first of three articles on this sub- 
ject. Today’s deal covers what 
is perhaps the most elementary 
form of squeeze. 
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Very obviously, this is a “manu- 
factured” hand, and has purpose- 
ly been made to look like one so 
that the play can be followed as 
simply as possible. 

Assume that South becomes de- 
clarer at seven no-trump, as he 
most certainly should, with every 
ace, king and queen in the com- 
bined hands. There are 12 iron- 
clad top tricks, and if the out- 
standing four spades split 2-2 or 
3-1—which is a 90 per cent prob- 
ability in itself — South simply 
spreads the cards. 

However, the good player is 
prepared for the one in 10 break 
which may jeopardize even the 
soundest contract, and so, when 
West opens the jack of spades 
and East shows out, this good 
player does not slam his cards 
down and curse the sundry and 
assorted imps of distribution—at 
least, not yet! He sees another 
chance, and he withholds judg- 
ment on the said imps till the 
last returns are in. 


There is no earthly hope of 
taking more than three tricks in 
either minor suit, but there is 
a possibility of the crucial 
thirteenth trick in hearts or 
spades. Maybe West, who is 
known to have the only spade 
stopper for his side, also holds 
four or more hearts, which means 
that his partner cannot have more 
than three hearts and consequent- 
ly no stopper. South simply 
cashes all of his minor-suit tricks 
—and hopes West is squeezed. 
He can only hope, in this case, 
because if East has the heart 
stopper, there is nothing what- 
soever that South can do about 
it. Actually, however, in _ this 
set-up, West must make a discard 
on the sixth minor-suit trick, and 
that discard is fatal to him, 
whether in hearts or spades. If 
the former, South can cash all 
four of his hearts: if the latter, 
dummy’s entire spade suit be- 
comes good.

HE sky’s the limit.” How 
many times havé you 
heard this old and 
much-repeated American ex- 
pression? And have you ever 
asked yourself whether it 
means you or someone else” 
Have you enough confidence in 
yourself to believe that the 
sky’s your limit? 

I'm afraid that many of us 
lack thise confidence in our- 
selves. Day after day, I see 
dozens of weary and defeated 
people, who have lost their self- 
confidence and are on the road 
to losing everything they have 
as a result. 

The most important factor in 
developing and retaining confi- 
dence in yourself is the ability 
to apply one of the most power- 
ful thoughts which can actuate 
the human mind: the idea or 
belief that Almighty God, with 
all His power, is with you per- 
sonally. 
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THIS REALLY WORKS. If 
you will start this next week 
with the idea that God is with 
you as you go to your business 
or undertake whatever job or 
task is yours, I will guarantee 
that you will have one of the 
best weeks you ever spent. 

I'm not saying this from 
hearsay but from real experi- 
ence. Although I am now a 
minister, I was once a salesman 


and I will never forget how I
